S.R.O, 13-E.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 104 of the Navy 
Act, 1957 (62 of 1957), the Central Government hereby makes the following 
regulations further to amend the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of Service and 
Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, published with the notification of the Govern¬ 
ment of India in the Ministry of Defence No. S.R.O, 22E, dated the IGth Feb¬ 
ruary, 1964, namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement.^ —(1) These regulations may be called the 
Naval Ceremonial, Conditions Service and Miscellaneous (Fourth Amend¬ 
ment) Regulations, 1973. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 
Gazette, 

2 Amendment Of regulation 154.—In the Naval Ceremonial, Conditions of 
Service and Miscellaneous Regulations, 1964, in regulation 154, in sub-regulation 
(2), after explanation 1, 

(1) the following Explanation shall he inserted, namely;— 

“Explanation 2.—In the case of officers employed permanently on provost 

duties, the conditior of obtaining full Naval Watrhkceping Certi¬ 
ficate may he waived,” 

(2) the existing Explanation 2 shall be renumbered a.; Explanation 3.
